Sternisis Return 
To Underground 


TEL AVIV, Israel—The rem- 
nants of the Stern group assumed 
a new underground role this week 
with posting of their pamphlet 
newspaper on Tel Aviv walls for 
the first time since the days of the 
British mandate. 


The newspaper took responsi- 
bility for the assassination of 
Count Bernadotte and threatened 
the same fate for all “foreigners” 
who “meddled” with the Jewish 
State. 


The government meanwhile 
pushed its hunt for the 
Bernadotte killers but with no 
indication of success. Dr, Ber- 
nard Joseph, Military Governor 
of Jerusalem, notified the 
United Nations Truce Commis- 
sion of the arrest of 30 more 
Sternists. They were seized in 
Jerusalem. 

The seizure followed the cap- 
ture of Nathan Friedman-Yellin, 
Sternist leader, and chief of its 
splinter terrorist group, the Fa- 
therland Front, which has accept- 
ed direct responsibility for the 
Bernadotte Assassination. 


Friedman-Yellin reportedly 
changed his appearance from a 
brunette to a blonde. He may be 
tried for complicity in the assas- 
ination,

ZOA’S Neumann Confirms Montor 
Busy On Separate Political Action

NEW YORK—Dr, Emanuel Neumann, president of the Zionist 
Organization of America, this week confirmed reports that Henry 
Montor, who resigned last week as executive director of the United 
Palestine Appeal, had started a campaign of personal Zionist politi- 


cal activity. 

A shroud of secrecy has en- 
veloped the resignation of Mon- 
tor, a leading member of the 
Committee for Progressive Zion- 
ism, formal internal opposition 
to the present ZOA leadership. 


After a hastily-called 90-minute 
meeting of the UPA evecutive 
committee last week, top Zionist 
leaders refused to divulge an 
significant infor- 
mation. 

Dr. Israel Gold- 
stein, co-chair- 
man of the 
American Zion- 
ist Emergency 
Council, said “no . 
decision” was g 
reached on Mon- 
tor’s reported 
resignation.. 

Montor Not Present 

It was learned that Montor was 
not present at the UPA meeting 
and that another conference was 
scheduled at which the UPA chief 
was expected to explain his rea- 
sons for resigning. 


If the UPA executive board 
accepts Montor’s resignation, 
he would automatically be 
dropped from his executive 
vice-chairmanship of the United 
Jewish Appeal, since both posi- 
tions are inter-locking, it was 
understood. 


Reports were circulating by 
midweek that Montor was work- 
ing for the Histadrut Labor Zion- 
ist fund campaign. Dr. Goldstein 
said this “doesn’t seem likely. 
He’s still in the employ of the 
UJA.” 


Dr. Neumann told The Post, in 
reference to reports that Montor 
had set up committees to con- 
gratulate President Truman for 
his aid to Israel, that “Montor did 
this on his own” and that the 
grievance should be taken up 
with the American Zionist Emer- 
gency Council.

MONTOR RESIGNATION MYSTERY 
AND HEADACHE FOR GOLDSTEIN 


By M. Z. FRANK 
R. Israel Goldstein has one heck of a mess on his hands. Ex- 
euse me, two messes. And somehow, Eliezer Kaplan figures in 
both of them. 

Eliezer Kaplan is now Minister of Finance in the Provisional 
Government of Israel. It is an office he occupies in the natural course 
of having been, for a number of years, the Treasurer of the Jewish 
Agency. Kaplan was an excellent Treasurer and 
is now an excellent Finance Minister. But he is 
not an excellent everything, as we shall soon see. 

With the division of functions between the 
Israel Cabinet and the Jewish Agency (alias the 
World Zionist Executive), Dr. Israel Goldstein, by 
unanimous choice, became the treasurer of the 
Jewish Agency. Kaplan heartily consented to Gold- 
Stein as his successor. 

But he left him with a treasury which is one & 
heck of a mess. Kaplan could hardly be blamed § 
for that. A war is a war, and Kaplan, as the Min- 
ister of Finance, had to find the money for it where he could. How 
he does it, is a marvel. But the treasury taken over by Goldstein 
has no money. At the same time, the demands on it are pretty high.

WHILE THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL has to finance its 
war and its own economy, the Jewish Agency has to finance the 
immigration of hundreds of thousands of Jews into Israel and 
their initial settlement until they become integrated denizens of 
the Jewish state. 
| Well, that is one mess. 

On top of that comes the resignation of Henry Montor from 
the UPA: of which Israel Goldstein is Chairman. 

Eliezer Kaplan, as I said is not an excellent everything. One of 
his failings is his inability to evaluate the American scene and Amer- 
ican Jewry. He does not know how to talk to American Jews. He 
takes advice from the wrong people. It seems that Henry Montor 
sold him a bill of goods on the need for one great super-duper fund 
to supercede the J.N.F., the Keren Hayesod, the UPA and every- 
thing. Being a better financier and economist than a politician and 
social psychologist, Kaplan seized upon the idea and pushed it when- 
ever he could. 

At the last meeting of the Actions Committee, the least suit- 
able occasion psychologically for the advancement of such a plan, 
Kaplan came out with it and stirred up a hornets’ nest. This was the 
least likely time for American Zionists to consider a plan which 
would establish nothing more or less than a Kaplan-Montor axis to 
eontrol all funds going to Israel. Not only American Zionists but 
practically everybody was against it, 

Montor resigned, 

This was not perhaps the only reason why Montor resigned, 
but it was, in my judgment, the immediate occasion, 

I don’t know enough yet about the matter to discuss it 
with authority, but it seems to me—on the general Monor con- 
troversy—that in principle American ZMonist leadership is 
right, but in practice there is plenty to be said against either 
side. 

Anyway, I am sure you will hear more about it in the news 
eolumns, 





GOLDSTEIN 


AS FOR GOLDSTEIN, he is anything but happy about having 
this mess on his hands. He is president of the World Confederation 
ef General Zionists, chairman of the UPA campaign and now trea- 
surer of the Jewish Agency. As such, he is going to settle in Jeru- 
salem for the next year. He may have to relinquish his other two 
positions—or, at.least, one of them, to do his work right, It is a 
difficult task. 

; I am not familiar with Dr. Goldstein’s work in the UPA, but I 
know his work as President of the ZOA and as President of the 
World Confederation of General Zionists. He is very energetic and 
is a good administrator. As president of the ZOA, he made the mis- 
take of taking the wrong side in a political controversy-—as he later 
yealized. 

; At that time, I differed with him and took ‘the side of Silver 
and Neumann. 4s President of the World Confederation of General 
Zionists, he made no such mistakes, in my view. There seems to be 
a difference in shading between Goldstein on the one hand and 
Silver and Neumann on the other, which I hope will not develop 
jnto another controversy. But in this instance, I am strongly of the 
pinion that Goldstein is on the right track. 

To explain what I mean, I shall have to begin by quoting from 
my own Report on Israel, which was distributed to the delegates 
of the ZOA Convention in Pittsburgh—and that would take more 
than the balance of this column.

’ AS PRESIDENT OF THE ZOA, Goldstein initiated the Expan- 

sion Fund, the Palestine Year Book and some things which did not 

work out quite so well. But he was always on the alert for new 
ideas and always ready to examine criticism and always ready to 
put his shoulder to the wheel in carrying them out. 
The new job he has is a staggering one. For his sake, and for

To support those arguments, 
JDC spokesmen quoted a report 
on religious activities submitted 
last July 1 by Samuel L. Sar, 
Yeshiva University dean, who is 
COC European director.

Pincus Schoen, Vaad Hatzala 
general secretary, said the Vaad 
has founded and maintains all 
the religious schools in 70 DP 
camps in Germany, provides the 
religious instruction, has set up 
kosher kitchens and hospitals in 
Germany and has obtained visas 
for 1100 non-quota immigrants 
(rabbis and students). 

Schoen said that the Vaad had 
agreed to limit its activity to 
visa procurement and to aid 
yeshivot, if the JDC would take 
over the Vaad’s religious rehab- 
ilitation program. He said the 
JDC had failed to do so and the 
Vaad was “disillusioned.” 

Nevertheless, Schoen said, the 
Vaad would step out of the fund- 
raising picture if the JDC would 
allocate it “an adequate sum” 
for its overseas program. This 
appeared unlikely, however; 
JDC spokesmen told The Post 
that they do not “recognize the 
need for the Vaad’s existence.” 

The Vaad stand in the debate 
was indicated by the action of 
Vaad leaders who met with their 
overseas representatives in a con- 
ference here three weeks ago. 

They adopted a 1949 budget 
for $750,000 and announced 
that the organization has un- 
dertaken an intensive cam- 
paign to raise funds in Balti- 
more, Detroit, St. Louis, Bos- 
ton and Pittsburgh. 

Their campaign literature 
pointed out that Vaad spokesmen 
had visited welfare federations 
in Elizabeth, N. J., and Roches- 
ter, N. Y¥., and “did not come 
away empty handed.”

Christian Science Monitor Editor Fears 


World Jewish Congress Causing Dual Loyalties 


BOSTON, Mass.—Reuben Markham, editor of 
the Christian Science Monitor, hinted this week 
that the World Jewish Congress might be rais- 
ing the threat of a world Jewry and thus pro- 
vide ammunition for anti-Semites. 

Markham issued his challenge in a review of 
“Unity in Dispersion,” a history of the World 
Jewish Congress, in the Monitor. 

He said that all Jews, according to the book, 
are “one nation” and “the Jewish Congress 


claims to speak for them.” 


Ignoring the usual meaning of the term 
by Jewish thinkers to refer to the peoplehood 
of Jews, and giving # political meaning, 
Markham argued that “this would seem to 
mean that the Jews in the United States, Ro- 
mania, Poland, France, Canada and Bulgaria 
are not integral parts of the American, 


Polish and French nations.” 


As evidence of his interpretation, Markham 
referred to a quotation: “We are a people, one 
people.” Similarly he quoted the book as stress- 
ing “the oneness of the Jewish people of all 


eountries on earth.” 


Markham demurred from the call of the Con- 
gress for outlawing of all “organizations of a 
fascist type.”

intonations is a treat for the ear. He gets stellar support from an 
orchestra equally effective in getting every bit of “tam” from the 
story of the cantor who came to a ‘weage for the sabbath. 


Singing with a rich gusto, 


Peerce joyously mimicks the com- 


ments of the cantor’s three lay 
critics, the three biggest “bal- 
abatim” of the city who came to 
hear the visiting cantor. 

Smitten by the cantor’s tal- 
ents, each of the critics demon- 
strates, using analogies from 
his working day life, just how 
good the cantor was. Each cri- 
tic cannot resist the opportun- 
ity to break into a little cantor- 
ial effort on his own. Peerce 
does wonderfully by all three. 

The surfact is a typically good- 
American record job, a phase of 
record production which makers 
of recent Palestinian albums still 
have not mastered. Peerce’s ex- 
cellent tenor and the rich orches- 

tral accompaniment are splendidly 
recorded. 

There’s a bit of English horn 
work, particularly at the begin- 
ning of the record, which is espec- 
ially worth listening for. 

The reviewer’s reaction that 
this record is a really desirable 
item and should be quite a seller 
is dampened by the reflection that 
if there is such an animal in the 
U.S. as a Jewish public for Jew- 
ish music, it isn’t a public ac- 
quainted with Yiddish.

GRAVEN IMAGE 
STIR UP JEWISH

NE of the commandments 
O which helped the Hebrews 
from degenerating into just an- 
other religious cult was that 
against making graven images 
and idols. « 

Yet down through the centuries 
it was also one 
of those which 
stirred up the 
most _ contro- 
versy. 

In Leon Feu- 
chtwanger’s 
“Joseph” we find 
a sample of the 
problems which 
arose. A Jewish 
manufacturer of 
furniture in Rome during the 
reign of Nero is faced with loss 
of his customers or changing his 
furniture to meet with the new 
fashion of “employing little sculp- 
tured animals as ornaments.” 





He obtained many varied opin- 
jons from theologians in Jerusa- 
lem, Alexandria and Babylon but 
(as far as I’ve read) was hesitat- 
ing because his old father might 
die of grief if he followed the 
new fashion. 

And a more recent, rather 
surprising, instance, is the ac- 
count in Leon Huhner’s “Judah 
Touro,” of a monument which 
was to be erected in 1860 in 
New Orleans to philanthropical 
Touro. (The old Touro Syna- 
gogue in Newport, which was 
recently set aside as a national 
historical site, is named after 
his father). 

The City Council of New Or- 
Jeans had completed plans for a 
monument honoring the memory 
of their beloved citizen, when a 
Jewish traveler and writer who 
called himself “Benjamin the Sec- 
ond” happened to be in the city 
and protested vehemently that it 
would be a violation of one of the 
Ten Commandments, 

When the local leaders rejected 
his charge, he appealed to the 
foremost orthodox rabbis in the 
country but received no encour- 
agement from that source, either, 
since they felt that the biblical 
prohibition merely referred to the 
making of images intended for 
worship. But unexpected help 
came from Rabbi Isaac Mayer 
Wise and others in the young 
Reform movement, who espoused 
his cause.

British Spy Suspect 


Faces New Trial 
JERUSALEM — Two British 
subjects held by Israe] on espion- 
age charges were acquitted last 
week but one was held for fur- 
ther trial on charges of com- 
plicity in the tragic Ben Yehuda 
street explosion here last spring. 


The two were William G. 
Hawkins and Frederick Sylvester. 
They and three other employes 
of the Jerusalem Electric Corp. 
were seized by the now-dissolved 
Irgun extremists group and 
turned over to the Israe] Govern- 
ment. The other three were re- 
leased for Jack of evidence. (NJP, 
Aug. 27) 


More than 50 Jews were 
killed in the explosion for 
which the Jewish Agency ac- 
cused the mandatory govern- 
ment last February of responsi- 
bility. Trial of Sylvester on the 
second indictment was _ sched- 
uled to begin this week. 


The first trial was marked by 
the death of Judge Gad Stultz, 
who collapsed on the bench Sept. 
16 and died later of a cerebral 
hemorrhage. The 42-year-old dis- 
trict court judge had been a mag- 
istrate during the British Man- 
date, 


JDA Meets In Nov. 
To Plan Fund Drive 


CLEVELAND, O.—The nation- 
al council of the Joint Defense 
Appeal will hold its third annual 
meeting here Nov. 19-21 to dis- 
cuss problems of fighting bigotry 
and of raising the JDA’s $6,104,- 
540 budget for 1949. 

Asserting that organized anti- 
Semitism has declined in the U. 
S., Philip Adler, Jr., of Indianap- 
olis, a member of the Council’s 
executive committee credited the 
JDA agencies with contributing 
“in large measure to the retreat 
of the hate-mongers.” 

The JDA is the fund-raising 
arm of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee and the anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith.

THERE AREN’T many things 
on which I have been proven 
right, but there’s at least one. 
That’s my insistence that if The 
Post can be of any service in 
making possible acquaintances 
between its men and women 
readers, then it would disregard 
all critics who claim the paper’s 
dignity was being lowered, etc. 





As a result we once started 
a “Korrespondence Klub” 
which rapidly grew very pop- 
“ular. But too many readers 
began to abuse the privilege

Bolivia Encouraging 
Anti-Semitism - WJC 


NEW YORK—The Government 
of Bolivia was again appealed to 
this week to halt openly discrim- 
inatory legislation and practices 
against “Semitic” immigrants ar- 
riving in that country since 1937. 

In a letter to Dr. Enrique Hert- 
zog, President Stephen S. Wise 
of the American World Jewish 
Congress charged that Bolivia’s 
anti-Semitic Supreme Decree 1218 
was being implemented through 
clearly biased policies of the 
Bolivian Chamber of Commerce 
and Banco Central. 


Dr. Wise notified the Belivian 
president that the two institu- 
tions were denying import ]i- 
censes and facilities to Jews, 
thus making it impossible for 
them to continue in business. 
Last Aug. 25, the Congress ob- 

jected to the signing of the 
decree which authorized a spe- 
cial investigation of the financial 
assets of “recent Semitic ar- 
rivals.” 


The Congress protested that 
this decree was the first instance 
of anti-Jewish legislation since 
the end of the war and “the first 
ever enacted in the western 
hemisphere.” 


Iraq Defense Chief 


Quits His Post 
BAGDAD—The Iraqui govern- 
ment this week announced with- 
out explanation the resignation 
of the Iraq Defense Minister and 
Ambassador to Washington. 


The Iraq government did not 
put a very large contingent of 
troops in the field against the Is- 
raeli, but casualties and loss of 
equipment for the Iraq invaders 
have been reported as extensive. 












Here’s An Idea For B’nai B'rith! 


HE oné Jewish agency that should be 

coming to the forefront with the new 
orientation towards building a virile Judaism 
in America is the Synagogue Council of Amer- 
ica. So far, because it has been hamstrung by 
lack of finances, the Synagogue Council is al- 
most as ineffectual in American Jewish life as 
the corner missionary. 

This is not said in disparagement. What work 
the synagogue council has been engaged in, has 
been less on the side of building Judaism than 
lending the support of the synagogue to move- 
ments which are Jewish but not specifically 
religious. 

It is no secret that Rabbi Ahron Opher, of 
Patterson, N. J., resigned when the necessary 
finances to do an adequate job were not forth- 
coming from the American Jewish community. 

There never was a greater need for an agency 
like the Synagogue Council of America than 
there is today. 

The Synagogue Council could be made the 
clearing house, since its membership is com- 
posed of Orthodox, Conservative and Reform, 
for new forms and practices in American Ju- 
daism. 

The Synagogue Council could report on those 


experiments which seem to be making Ameri. 
can Judaism more vital and more meaningfy), 

It could investigate sucb possibilities as mak. 
ing Judaism available te small communities vig 
the circuit-riding rabbi. 

It might look into the feasibility of comma». 
nity employed rabbis, responsible not to a con. 
gregation, but to a Jewish community. 

The possibilities for fruitful work in such a 
body are almost unlimited. There is no fiedd of 
Jewish activity where its absorbing, vitalizing 
influence would not be welcome. 

What is needed then is leadership. The king 
of leadership which will stir the Americay 
Jewish community to the needs listed above ang 
at the same ¢ime bring forth the necessary 
finances so that the Synagogue Council coulg 
become as important aw agency as any in the 
American Jewish community. The present 
budget is somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$30,000 annually. 

(Just as a suggestion: this is a project which 
the B’nai B’rith, whose projects have all grown 
so big that they have been adopted by the tota] 
American Jewish community, might with 
great deal of benefit to the Jewish group, take 
under its wing.) 


Henry Montor’s Resignation 


E Post is in no position to comment in- 
telligently on the reported resignation of 
Henry Montor as executive vice-chairman of 
the United Jewish Appeal. As The Post has 
stated before, this paper is opposed to making 
the Zionist administration opposition rein, and 
if what it fears is correct, then why offer the 
Committee for Progressive Zionism, the oppo- 
sition group, a few places on the executive, 
while it causes the removal of Henry Montor 
for being part of the CPZ? 

But there is a more grevious fault involved. 
The Post reported the move to seek Henry 
Monitor's resignation three months ago, It was 
made at the very first meeting of the newly- 
elected executive committee of the Zionist Or- 
ganization, the day following the end of the 


convention in Pittsburgh. Since that day, and 


up until this writing, there has been no public 
mention of what was involved. 


Mr. Montor has not submitted to the press 4 
statement about his resignation. If he did this, 
then those who sought his resignation might be 
forced to answer, and at least the atmosphere 
would be cleared, and the American Jewish com. 
munity might be in a position to form an in. 
telligent opinion and seek some reform, if such 
were indicated. 


But what happened here is a piece of the 
hidden diplomacy that goes on in our Ameri- 
can Jewish community. What the average per- 
son thinks or wants is ignored, except when it 
comes time for him to put up his money, 


a 
Doesn’t Make Much Difference 


HE decision which is to be made by the 

Interim Committee of the American Jew- 
ish Conference on continuing its operation be- 
yond the current November deadline, could be 
made either way without making much differ- 
ence. 


If there were some movement on foot which 
might lead to the eventual formation of a really 
democratic overall U. S. Jewish agency, then 
the quicker the Conference retired from the 
scene the better. But such is not the case, and 
there is some work yet to be completed in 
which the voice of the Conference can still do 


a job for Jewish causes, 

Yer the decision, as almost all the decisions 
of the Conference in the last two years of its 
life, will be made by the Zionist Organization 
of America. If the present administration wants 
the Interim Committee to prolong its life for 
another half year or so, the decision will be 
just that way. If, however, the powers that be 
in the ZOA feel that Louis Lipsky, chairman 
of the Interim Committee, and the few other 
strong men in the Conference, might in seme 
way interfere with the clear road ahead for the 
ZOA, then the decision will be in the negative. 

Either way it doesn’t make much difference.

Woudn’t Be Too Hasty in Case of “Oliver 
Twist,” Says The Jewish Weekly News, of 
Worcester, Mass. The upholders of Jewish 
honor are at it again and this time their slogan 
might well be “Every Jew a ‘Malech’ (angel).” 


Not only an angel, but never a subject of com- 
edy, never a person to be presented in unseem- 
ly fashion to the public. 


In itself, this program might be admirable 
if it did not continually invade the arts, and 
find insults where none was intended. A case 
in point is.the English film, “Oliver Twist,” 
which Jewish groups are seeking to ban in this 
country. We have not seen the film, and so 
it is entirely possible that Fagin is portrayed 
far more virulently than was necessary. In 
that case, it should be banned. But if those 
who have seen the film are angry because an 
individual Jew is presented in an unfavorable 
light as a thief, then their interference with 
an authentie production of a great novel is 
totally unjustified. 


In the past few years, we have seen sensitive 
souls object to Mrs: Nussbaum because her ac- 
cent made countless thousands laugh, to 
Arthur Kober’s Ma and Pa Gross and their 


- daughter, Bella (“Call me Billie”), whose au- 


thentic Jewish humor arffi home life have 
amused and warmed the hearts of Jews and 
Gentiles alike, to Sammy of “What Makes 
Sammy Run” because he was a heel, and to 
the “Merchant of Venice” because the Jewish 
moneylender is only human. If these are the

only creators of anti-Semitism, then long may 
they live! i 

Actually, it is a good guess that the human 
foibles of Mrs. Nussbaum and the Gross fam- 
ily have made more friends for the Jews than 
any number of brotherhood forums. Sammy, 
the heel, is shown to be the product of er 
vironment, and his unsavory character is bal 
anced by the Jewish narrator whose decency 
is emphasized. As for the “Merchant of 
Venice,” if properly taught, it arouses sym- 
pathy for the Jew. 


By persisting in turning every Jew into an 
angel, pressure groups can make themselves 
suspect by protesting too much. And needless 
to say, if every ethnic group objects to seeing 
its foibles aired, the arts will become as whole 
some, sterile and tasteless as distilled water. 

Many of the people who cry “anti-Semitism” 
at any untoward word are the first ones to 
scorn the methods of the Legion of Decency. 
They consider the Catholic Index an infringe 
ment of freedom of thought, and object stren- 
uously to the ban upon “The Nation” in New 
York schools because it ran a series of scholar: 
ly articles on Catholicism. 


Self-righteousness can be carried too far. 
There are a few Jews who have not won Nobel 
prizes and who do speak with an accent amus- 
ing to American ears. Why be ashamed of it? 
There are greater evils to be fought than books 
or movies which show with art and compre 


hension the Jew (or the Irish or Negro) as ke & 
is in every walk of life. -

CRITIC OF REFUGEE RABBIS 
DOESN'T KNOW VERY MANY, SAYS HE 


Editor National Jewish Post: 

Here is my answer to “A Rab- 
pi’s” letter which you published 
under the headline“Refugee Rab- 
bis won't adjust to U.S. Jewish 
patterns,says he’ on October 1. 

I frankly admit that the spir- 
jt, or shall I say non-spirit, in 
which that letter was written, 
has greatly shocked me. 


My answer begins with a 
question: If anybody would prove 
that among the American born 
and American trained rabbis a 
few constitute a failure in their 
way of preaching and doing pas- 
toral work, would you say all 
American Rabbis with a few ex- 
ceptions do not live up to their 
task? That is what the writer of 
“A Rabbi's” letter is doing. It is 
the stme practice Anti-Semites 
are using by constructing a Jew- 
ish mass-guilt if ONE Jew does 
wrong. 

And another question: Why 
does “A Rabbi” pick out the Ger- 
man refugee rabbis since they 
are a small part only of the many 
refugee rabbis who have entered 
this country since Hitler's rise 
to power? Are they inferior to 
ethers? To say so, would be proof 
ef that superiority complex in 
reverse which many German 
Jews nourished before Nazism 
gave them a lesson. Who told 
“A Rabbi” that the refugee rab- 
bis ‘sermons are in Germanized 
English (they think in German!) 
top heavy and uninteresting?” 
I wished he had heard Rabbi Leo 
Baeck who lived the last few 
years in England, but when he 
was here and addressed large 
Jewish congregations spoke an 
English which every well-mean- 
ing and faithful Jew in this 
country understood. He used the 
same method of preaching which 
he taught a number of German 
refugee rabbis, and it is not dif- 
ferent from the inspiring method 
which Israel] Bettan, Professor 
ef homiletics at the Hebrew 
Union College, is using in his 
courses. I can assure “A Rabbi” 
that the average German refugee 
rabbi does not think in German, 
nor preach in“Germanized Eng- 
lish”, but that he thinks and 
preaches the same English, as 
the average native American 
dees whose highest aim it is to 
give spiritual leadership to his 
congregation. 

“I know of only one refugee 
rabbi in Hillel work”, so I quote 
“A Rabbi”. This is no reason at 
ali to believe that refugee rab- 


bis are not interested in Hillel 
work. By the way I remember 
that Rabbi Max Nussbaum was 
Hillel rabbi at the Oklahoma 


” s * 


State University before he as- 
sumed the pulpit in Hollywood. 
I challenge “A Rabbi” to ask 
every refugee rabbi from Ger- 
many whether he would be wil- 
ling to work with Hillel. I know 
that the answer will be over 
whelmingly positive. There are 
quite a number of them who 
could and would like to work as 
Hillel counselors or directors, 
but “A Rabbi” proves that there 
are people who do not want their 
cooperation. 


I know that among the Jewish 
chaplains who served with the 
U.S. armed forces refugee rabbis 
from Germany have done a good 
job. They were highly praised 
particularly for their pastoral 
work by U.S. authorities and 
the National Jewish Welfare 
Board, whose Committee on Ar- 
my and Navy Religious Activi- 
ties (CANRA) endorsed them 
before they got their commis- 
sion. 


I know of refugee rabbis from 
Germany who as civilidn chap- 
lains during the war years have 
served army camps and hospitals 
and whose main activity was that 
of a “pastor”. I know of such 
German refugee rabbis who in 
the post-war period, have contin- 
ued that work with enthusiam 
and without any financial inter- 
est. They have proved, and they 
are still proving that they under- 
stand the meaning of the word 
“pastor” and the value of pastor- 
al work”. I would advise “‘A Rab- 
bi” to ask the National Jew- 
ish Welfare Board about the“pas- 
toral” ability of these German 
refugee rabbis. 


Last but not least, let us not 
forget that in spite of occasion- 
al failures in the pulpit, in the 
pastorate of the community, most 
German refugee rabbis have es- 
tablished a very fine reputation 
in their local communities, where 
in civic clubs, ministrial asso- 
ciations, in all kind of commu- 
nity work they are showing that 
they are not “refusing to adjust 
themselves to conditions here”, 
as “A Rabbi” accuses them, but 
on the contrary have fully adap- 
ted themelves to the American 
way of life. This adjustment was 
made easier for them, by the fact 
that most of them are serving in 
smaller pulpits. I don’t consider 
this a degradation at all; on the 
contrary the rabbis become

PLACEMENT AGENCIES TOUGH ON 
REFUGEES RABBIS, NOT CONGREGATION 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

With great interest I have 
read your Editor’s Chair state- 
ment about the plight of the 
refugee rabbi in the Aug. 27 Na- 
tional Jewish Post. 


First let me say that the man 
you have in mind should no long- 
er be called a Refugee Rabbi. 
Most of them are American citi- 
zens today, many of them have 
served American congregations 
10 to 15 years. They have gath- 
ered enough experience in the 
American rabbinate to fee] that 
they have a right to be regarded 
as American rabbis. 


You said that study and back- 
ground make these men superior 
to graduates of the Rabbinical 
Seminaries in the United States. 
They do not want to boast of 
their superiority. They feel, how- 
ever, that, even if their qualifica- 
tions are only of equal standard 
with those of their native col- 
leagues, they deserve equal] treat- 
ment when it comes to finding 
pulpits. 


For a long time they have 
been told by those who are in 
charge of the placement of rab- 
bis, that American congregations 
are reluctant to.call to their pul- 
pits men of foreign birth and 
foreign training who speak with 
a slight measure of accent. By 
now they have learned that it 
is not so much the reluctance of 
the congregation to engage the 
services of a rabbi of foreign 
birth that creates the difficulty. 
It is rather the method in which 
these men are recommended to 
the congregation. Repeatedly it 
has happened that rabbis of for- 
eign birth and foreign training 
who speak with a slight measure 
of accent, were given preference 
over native rabbis—after they 
were given the opportunity for 
an interview and as long as the 
placement advisor did not inter- 
fere and insist upon the man of 
his recommendation. 


There are, of course, some new- 
comers who ‘could not adjust 
themselves and have failed in 
their ministry. They are very 
few. On the other hand, how 
many native rabbis did not satis- 
fy their congregations? Yet they 
are recommended time and again, 
whenever they turn to their sem- 


inaries for assistance. 

When a newcomer asks to be 
recommended to a desirable pul- 
pit, he is usually advised that 
the position has to be reserved 
for the graduates or alumni. If, 
after a number of humiliating 
petitions, he finally succeeds in 
getting a recommendation, it 
contains an entirely impersonal 
and superficial description of the 
candidate’s personality and qua!- 
ifications and the discriminatory 
remark that the man is a refu- 
gee. Former European congreg- 
ants serving today as officers 
and trustees on the board of 
American congregations have in- 
timated to their former rabbis 
how much injustice is being done 
te foreign rabbis in recommenda- 
tions given on their behalf. 

Therefore, Mr. Editor, your 
plea addressed to board members 
and presidents of congregations 
to take a fair attitude toward Eu- 
ropean rabbis, should include 
those who place rabbis and rec- 
ommend them to congregations. 
They can be assured that they 
will not have to regret a whole- 
hearted recommendation.

Dr. Beryl Frymer, national executive secretary of the Labor 


Zionist Organization of America, 
told The Post that the ZOA lead- 
ership is using the organization’s 
numerical strength to support 
conservative forces in Israel. 
Frymer said ,there should exist 
4 true partnership and not a sep- 
aration between the Zionist move- 
ment in America and the Jewish 
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State. The Zionists here should 
provide financial and _ political 
support to Israel but this support 
should not be used as a lever to 
influence the political, social or 
economic development of Israel, 
he said. 

Frymer’s comment on part- 
nership apparently was in ref- 
erence to the recent battle at 
the World Zionist Actions 
committee in Israel. American 
General Zionists, led by Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver, won ‘a clear 
victory for the principle of sep- 
aration of function between the 
World Zionist Movement and 
the Jewish State. 

In the battle against that prin- 
ciple, Labor Zionists sided with 
the Mapai, dominant labor party 
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in Israel. Later, IZOA members 
challenged ZOA claims of a com- 
plete separation of function. 
(NJP Sept. 17.) 

’ Frymer elaborated his criti- 
cism of the ZOA in a statement 
to the American Israelite. 

“The ZOA, by disclaiming a 
special party platform and rep- 
resenting itself as being above 
parties, is misrepresenting itself 
te the extent that its influence in 
Israel will be expressed anyway 
through alignments with politi- 
ca] parties or through its own 
minor parties there,"” Frymer de- 
clared. 

Not General Really 

He said that without a politi- 
cal platform, tradition or direc 
tion of its own, the “alignments 
will be fortuitous and will be 
greatly influenced by individual 
representatives who are not 
bound by anything more than 
the vague sentiment of their con- 
situency.” 

“If the Zionist Organization 
of America were truly an or-

The joint group, set up in the 
first grass roots effort to tell the 
non-Jewish man on the street the 
facts about Israel (NJP June 4), 
has several accomplishments to 
its credit. Failure to prepare a 
presentable exhibit, however, 
roused the ire of most Zionist 
Emergency Council members at 
a meeting called originally to set 
up an emergency telegram cam- 
paign to protest Secretary of 
State Marshall’s speedy endorse- 
ment of the final Bernadotte pro- 
posals for Palestine. 

The meeting took up the issue 
to consider repeated complaints 
from Michigan Jews who saw the 
exhibit at the Fair Sept. 3-12. 

The major complaints included 
these: 

1. The location was undigni- 
led and hard to find since the 
exhibit was placed under the 
racetrack stands on the Mid- 
way. 

2. The scope of the display 
was skimpy and, critics charg- 
ed, failed to give a comprehen- 
sive picture to the outsider of 
high level of civilization devel- 
oped in Israel. 

3. Most of the items exhibited, 
obtained from Keren Hayesod 
(Palestine Foundation Fund) 
were dirty, somie were damaged 
and others were unrecognizable 
for lack of identification tags. 

Lesser Complaints 

There were lesser complaints. 
A set of false teeth, set up to dem- 
onstrate the dental-mechanics in- 
dustry in Israel, were falling 
apart. What was supposed to be 
bottles of Israel wine were dis- 
played minus any contents and 
with labels either torn off or too 
dirty to be readable. 

Sidney Shevitz, Zionist Council 
president, and member of the 
joint committee, admitted some 
of the criticisms were justified. 
He added, however, that many 
non-Jews had expressed surprise 
and interest at the high level of

SCALE MEASURE

“DOES THE LEVINSON-SANFORD 


JEW-HATRED? 


NY scientific effort to work out a system for measuring that 
most enduring of civilization’s phenomena—anti-Semitism— 
deserves serious attention from all men of good will. 


On that premise, this department recently (July 16-Aug. 13) pre- , 


sented a five-part report on a “Scale for the Measurement of Anti- 


Semitism” developed by two Cali- 
fornia psychologists, Daniel J. 
Levinson and R. Nevitt Sanford 
in-the Journal of Psychology for 
April, 1944. 

-No Criticism 

The department’s followers 
may remember that no criticism 
was offered of the scale, not be- 
cause it was regarded as perfect 
put because other social scien- 
tists were believed likely to do 
the criticizing. 

This week we present the first 
part of a two-part report on one 
such criticism, made by Lillian 
Kay Wald, in the Journal of So- 
cial Psychology for February, 
1947. Miss Wald’s critique bears 
the following forbidding title: 
Frame of Reference in “Pro” and 
“Anti” Evaluations of Test Items. 

What Miss Wald was out to 
learn was whether a basic as- 
sumption of the Levinson-Sanford 
seale was correct. It will be re- 
membered (we hope) that San- 
ford and Levinson set up a 52- 
item scale. Some of the items con- 
cerned opinions (what Jews are 
like) and some concerned atti- 
tudes ‘(what should be done to, 
for or against Jews). For each 
statement in these two groups, 
the researchers found an exactly 
contradictory statement. Then 
they found a few more which had 
no precise contradictory counter- 
parts but which they considered 
part of the sewage in the anti- 
Semitic’s cesspool. Then they 
scattered the 52 items at random 
to make up their scale. 

One of the most important 
,dlements in the test was the 
argument of the two psychol- 
ogists that for a variety of 
reasons, there was no sense in 
trying to measure tolerance. 
They contended that the real 
test is whether a person reacts 
for or against anti-Semitic 
statements (or acts, though 
they could not measure be- 
havior in their scale). 

Therefore they set up a test 
in which every statement was 
hostile to Jews. 

Are They Hostile? 

Miss Wald set out to determine 
whether each statement actually 
WAS negative and to do so, she 
Picked 10 of the 52 statements 
for her test. Six of those she 
Picked were statements of opin- 
jon and four were attitude. 

The 10 statements were pre- 
Sented to three groups of stu- 
dents with these instructions: 

“Below are 10 statements 
about Jews. If you heard some- 
one making each of these state- 
Ments, would you think he was 
being friendly toward the Jews, 
antiSemitic or couldn't you tell 
from the statement whether 
the person is friendly or ui-

friendly toward the Jews?” 

The reader is asked to remem- 
ber why Miss Wald chose this 
approach to testing whether the 
statements all actually would be 
considered hostile. Anti-Semitism 
has many forms and shades and 
Anti-‘Semites—whether partly or 
wholly so—also cover a_ wide 
range of experiences, groups, and 
personality types. 

Can’t Hit Them All 

Presumably it would be impos- 
sible to find statements which 
would all be hostile to Jews in 
terms of the reactions of all pos- 
sible individuals who might be 
anti-Semitic to some degree. 

Even if this is granted, the im- 
portant point to remember is 
this: to what degree may it be 
assumed -that the items in the 
Levinson-Sanford scale will draw

LONDON—Prof. Harold Laski, 
former British Labor party lead- 
er, asserted this week that one 
of the tragedies of U. S. Jewry 
was that it 
failed to realize 
that its status 
would in the 
long run be de- 
termined by the 
status of the 
American Ne- 
gro. 

He spoke at a 
Sh meeting of the 
ASKI Association of 
Jewish ex-Servicemen at a Lon- 
don synagogue, in a survey of 
recent visits to several countries. 

When he had taught at Har- 
vard University 25 years ago, he 
told the former servicemen there 
had been little anti-Semitism in 
the United States. 

Between 1922 and 1941, Amer- 
ican anti-Semitism increased and 
had shown itself in a gangster- 
ism “exactly the same kind as 
that of Al Capone.” 

“One of the most tragic things 
im the United States was to see 
how few Jews. realized that the 
more profoundly the Negro was 
depressed, the more chance there 
was of a similar depression be- 
ing forced on the Jew,” he said. 

The Negro status, in the long 
run, will determine the status of 
the Jew, he said.

What She Found 

Here are some of the findings: 

1. Although Jewish and non- 
Jewish groups both rated 64 per 
cent of the statements as anti- 
Semitic, more of the Jewish 
judgements of anti-Semitism 
were attached to opinion state- 
ments while the Gentiles rated 
more of the attitude statements 
anti-Semitic. However, the differ- 
ences were not statisically sig- 
nificant. 

2. The non-Jewish group 
working on the problem of anti- 
Semitism rated more statements 
as anti-Semitic than any other 
group. 

3. The combined groups and 
all the sub-groups except the non- 
Jewish students rated more state- 
ments “doubtful” than “friendly.” 

From these findings, psychol- 
ogist Wald concludes that the 
statements on the scale are not 
always judged as anti-Semitic,

WASHINGTON—A Senate Investigating Committee probe into 
the reduction of sentence for Ilse Koch, convicted Buchenwald sadist, 


may spread out to other cases 0. 
Nazis, it appeared this week. 

The committee investigation, 
Mich., began behind closed doors 
as the first official response to a 
world-wide clamor that followed 
a cut in Frau Koch’s sentence 
from life to four years, three of 
which she has served. 


Gen. Lucius D. Clay, com- 
manding general in Germany, 
said he was following instruc- 
tions to determine whether ad- 
ditional charges might be found 
for a new trial for Frau Koch. 


He insisted that the reduction of 
her sentence would stand because 
the record provided no evidence 
“to sustain a life sentence.” 


Prosecutor Shocked 
One of the first witnesses at the 
Senate hearing was William Den- 
son, who prosecuted the Buchen- 
wald cases, and who called the 
sentence cut for Frau Koch “a 
shocking travesty of justice.” 


Senate investigators said that 
12 other Buchenwald defendants 
have received reductions in their 
sentences. i> 

Ferguson said that later the 
committee might start open hear- 
ings. 


It appeared certain, however, 
that unless reason is found for a 
new trial, Frau Koch will go free 
next year. 





Cyprus Jew Killed

British Synagogues 
Duck Stand For Israel 


LONDON—The Union of Lib- 
eral and Progressive Synagogues 
of Great Britain, after a lengthy 
debate, decided last week not to 
take any stand on the Jewish 
State, 

The decision made the syna- 
gogue body virtually the only 
group of its kind in Jewry which 
has not taken a strong affirma- 


; tive stand toward Israel. 


Dr. Israel Mattuck, one of Eng- 
land’s strongest anti-Zionists, told 
the conference of synagogues that 
the blame for the murder of 
Count Bernadotte did not lie with 
all Jews. 


He did blame it on “those Jews 
who had pushed religion from 
its place of primary in Jewish 
life” and Had turned the meaning 
of Jewish life into “something far 
from its religious past and its 


religious destiny.” 


Negev-Weizmann 

REMOVOTH, Israel —- D 
Chaim Weizmann, Israel's first 
president, said this week that he 
had been given definite assurance 
by President Truman at their 
meeting in Washington last No- 
vember that Truman would sup- 
port Jewish claims for the Negev. 

Dr. Weizmann also disclosed 
that he and Mrs. Weizmann had 
formally renounced their British 
citizenship two days before their 
departure from Switzerland for 
Israel, : 

The 74-year-old statesman 
said he hoped relations between 
Israel and Britain would im- 
prove soon and said he intended 
to do all he could to help achi- 
eve that goal. 

He arrived in a Skymasier 
plane, the first aircraft of the Is- 
raeli National Aviation Co. The 
plane was piloted by an all-Jew- 
ish crew of seven. Over Israel, an 
escort of fighter planes of the Is- 
raeli Air Force saluted the trans- 
port. 

He received a tremendous ova- 
tion from throngs along the street 
of Tel Aviv. He came to the city 
to attend the regular meeting of 
the State Council. 





Jerusalem Enjoys 
Quiet Rosh Hashonah 


JERUSALEM—tThe first Rosh 
Hashonah in the new Jewish 
State was marked by relative 
quiet in Jerusalem on the battle- 
front and some heavy bombard- 
ment on the propaganda front, 


The situation in new Jerusalem 
was so peaceful that the Israeli 
army did not bother to issue its 
daily communique. Previously 
there had been some minor ex- 
changes of gunfire and mortar 
shells. 

Bunche Talks Tough 

Dr, Ralph Bunche, provisional 
United Nations mediator, and Dr. 
Bernard Joseph, Military Gover- 
nor of Jerusalem, exchanged some 
sharp comments on the truce, 

Bunche asked the UN Security 
Council for “‘strong action” to 
impress both sides with the need 
to respect the UN. He also charg- 
ed the Israeli with trying to sab- 
otage the truce. 

Bernard retorted that in view 
of the constant truce violations 
by the Arabs about which the 
UN Truce Commission seemed 
to be able to do nothing, the 
Jewish public had not been 
given much reason for confi- 
dence in the UN but he denied 
any animosity. 

Earlier in the week, one Israeli 
soldier was killed and two wound- 
ed in an Arab attack on an Israeli 
outpost in southern Jerusalem. 
Jerusalem had three air raid 
warnings dring the past week 
but no bombs fell.

But Four Germans Pay 

WUPPERTAL, Germany—Four 
Germans were sentenced this 
week for taking part in the burn- 
ing of the local synagogue in this 
Ruhr town in the British zone 10 
years ago. 

A local court sentenced them to 
terms of up to two years. The 
presiding judge said the sen- 
tences were light because the de- 
fendants had been punished pre- 
viously for the same crime by a 
denazification court, 

The synagogue was looted and 
burned on the night of Nov. 9, 
1938.

Explaining “Gentleman's Agreement” 





NO ANTI-SEMITISM IN SPAIN 
SO MOVIE WAS BANNED 


NEW YORK-—The furore over the Spanish ban on “Gentleman's 
Agreement” allegedly for anti-Semitic reasons brought the explana. 
tion this week from the Spanish Board of Film Censors that the 
film was banned because anti-Semitism is no problem in Spain. 

Gabriel Espina, president of the board asserted that the N. Y, 


Times had misquoted the ecclesi- 
astical representative of the board 
in announcing the ban. 

The version which brought 
heavy fire from Jews and Catho- 
lics in the Us S. was this one: 

The representative said that the 
ban order stipulated that while it 
was a-Christian duty to “‘stimu- 
late love among individuals, so- 
cities and nations and people” 
this duty did not extend to Jews. 

Espina said that the represen- 
tative had actually stated that 
“through love of individuals, na- 
tions and all people, including na- 
turally the Jews, it is not possi- 
ble to foment the propagation of 
errors as some contained in the 
film.” 

The correction did not specify 
the “errors” im the film but Es- 
pina added that anti-Semitism did 
not exist in Spain and “these an- 
guishing racial differences, that 
have disturbed so much and ap- 
parently do disturb the lives of 
people are alien to us and we 
want them to continue being alien 
to us.” 

Prior to the explanation, Card- 
inal Francis Spellman, leader of 
American Catholics, sharply crit- 
icized the statement. The national 
staff conference of the B’nai B’rith 
Anti-Defamation League, meeting 
in Atlantic City, called-the Span- 
ish statement “the most shocking 
expression of anti-Semitism since 
the death of Hitler.” 





Bunche Changes Mind; 
Israel Is Guilty 


JERUSALEM — Dr. Ralph 
Bunche, provisional Palestine 
mediator, reversed himself again 
this week and formally accused 
Israel of “negligence” in the mur- 
der of Count Folke Bernadotte. 

The charge was immediately 
repudiated by Dr. Bernard Joseph, 
Military Governor of Jerusalem. 

Dr. Joseph said that the Is- 
raeli had originally proposed 
that UN personnel be accom- 
panied by Israeli military es- 
corts while in Israeli zones but 
that the UN representatives 
had refused, _ 

Dr. Joseph said that the UN 
officials had insisted on freedom 
of movement and declined to ac- 
cept military escorts. 

The provisional mediator had 
accused the Jewish State of re- 
sponsibility in the assassination 
but almost immediately withdrew 
the charge in a letter to Moshe 
Shertok, Israel Foreign Minister.

NEW YORK—Harpers an 
nounced plans this week for 
publication next spring of the 
sutobiography of Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann, first president of 
Israel. 

The book will appear under 
the title “Trial and Error.” In 
addition to the regular edition, 
there will be a limited two 
volume edition. 


IRO Hits State Dept. 
For Lag In DP Arrivals 


WASHINGTON—A brisk ex. 
change between the U. S. State 
Department and the International 
Refugee Organization was about 
all the action that occurred this 
week in the plans for bringing 
European DPs here under the 
1948 U. S. refugee act. 





IRO officials were quoted in. 


Munich as saying that delay in 
issuance of visas was responsible 
for postponement of the first 
ship carrying DPs to the U. §. 

The ship was originally sched- 

uled to sail from Bremerhaven 
to New York on Oct, 12. The 
IRO cancelled the date and set 
it for Oct. 17. IRO officials said 
delay in receipt of visa num- 
bers from the State Depart 
ment had forced the change. 

While the State Department 
categorically denied that the State 
Department or any consular offi- 
cials were laggard in handling 
visas, IRO officials reported that 
the cancellation of the Oct. 12 de 
parture has eut the number of 
estimated emigrants from Ger 
many and Austria to the U. S. this 
month in half. 

A total of 205,000 DPs are éli- 
gible for admission under the bill, 
which critics charge is so drawn 
as to admit less than 25,000 Jew- 
ish DPs. The charge has also 
been made by Abraham Duker, 
New York educator, that the bill 
will open the way into the U. S. 
for a flood of pogromists and 
other ace Nazi killers. 





VIENNA—Jewish refugees ar: 
riving in Austria from Czechosol- 
vakia this week confirmed reports 


‘of the arrest of Oskar Krasnan- 


sky, president of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of Czechosolvakia. 
Earlier, the Communist regime 
had fought the Jewish community 
organizations in existence before 
the Communist coup last spring.
